While the body of his grandfather, 
Ferdinand of Roumania, lay in state 
in tilt

troops for loyalty to the fatherland 
and the throne. 
In an order of the day issued over 
his signature, the child sovereign paid 
trib u te to his grandfather, describing 
his reign as brilliant and glorious for 
Roumania.

“Soldiers!” the document conclud­

Methods of Harvesting. 
A survey made In Illinois gave the 
following methods which were used to 
harvest the 1924 ,soy-bean seed crop: 
Binder, Cl per cent; mower, 32 per 
cent; pickers, 3 per cent; self-rake 
reaper, 3 per cent, and pullers, I per 
cent. 
The same year 86 per cent used 
grain separators, 13.5 per cent used 
special bean threshers, and .5 per cont 
list'd combined harvester-threshers.
